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MARKET  REVIEW 

During  July  and  August  more  than  2.1  million  tons  of  sugar  were  sold 
by  primary  distributors,  according  to  preliminary  reports.  This  is  the 
largest  quantity  of  sugar  delivered  during  these  two  months  since  1950, 
in  the  midst  of  the  Korean  action.  Seasonally  hot  weather  was  the  major 
contributing  factor.  This  year's  deliveries  during  the  two  months 
exceeded  those  of  last  year  by  about  220,000  tons  and  1966  by  about 
65,000  tons. 

For  the  period  January  1  through  September  14,  1968  distribution  of 
7,568,000  short  tons,  raw  value,  exceeded  the  same  period  last  year 
by  about  375,000  tons  and  1966  by  about  235,000  tons.  Preliminary 
reports  of  cane  sugar  refiners  indicate  deliveries  of  5,431,000  tons,, 
larger  than  the  comparable  periods  of  1967  and  1966  by  390,000  tons 
and  415,000  tons  respectively.  Beet  processors  deliveries  of 
1,974,000  tons  were  about  20,000  tons  and  190,000  tons  less,  respec- 
tively, than  the  quantities  delivered  during  these  periods  of  1967  and 
1966. 

Regionally,  deliveries  of  refined  sugar  by  states  during  the  period 
January  July  1968  exceeded  those  of  the  comparable  period  last  year 
by  five  percent.  Increases  occurred  in  all  of  the  five  geographical 
regions.  Deliveries  in  the  Western  region  increased  the  most  -  up  7.1 
percent  followed  by  the  North  Central  region  with  a  six  percent  increase , 
the  South  5.3  percent,  New  England  2.4  percent  and  the  mid-. Atlantic 
region  2.3  percent. 

Deliveries  during  the  first  seven  months  of  1968  exceeded  those  of  the 
comparable  period  last  year  in  all  but  11  states.  Illinois  continued  to 
show  the  largest  gain  -  up  1,165,000  hundredweights,  followed  by 
California  -  up  1 ,  123,  000  hundredweights  .  Georgia,  Pennsylvania, Texas , 
Ohio  and  Missouri  had  increases  ranging  from  411,000  down  to  224,000 
hundredweights  while  six  additional  states  had  increases  that  ranged 
between  100,000  and  200,000  hundredweights.  Only  one  state, 
Washington,  had  a  decline  of  more  than  100,000  hundredweights. 

Second  quarter  1968  deliveries  of  sugar  to  processors  of  food  and  other 
products  increased  4.7  percent  above  the  comparable  quarter  of  last 
year  while  deliveries  of  sugar  for  consumption  in  the  homes  and 
institutions  declined  5.1  percent. 
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All  of  the  five  major  food  processing  groups  received  :  more  sugar  during 
the  second  quarter  of  1968  than  in  same  quarter  of  1967  0  Beverage 
manufacturers  were  up  the  most  -  8.4  percent  followed  by  canners 
with  an  increase  oil  .2  percent,  confectionery  and  ice  cream  manufac- 
turers were  each  up  3.6  percent  and  bakers  were  up  Z.6  percent.  The 
small  category  of  "other  industrial  users"  received  3,9  percent  less 
sugar  than  during  the  second  quarter  1967.  Three  of  the  four  non- 
industrial  type  users  received  less  sugar  during  the  second  quarter 
1968  than  in  the  second  quarter  of  1967;  the  relatively  small  -category 
of  hotels,  restaurants  and  institutions  increased  7.3  percent  while  the 
categories  of  wholesale  grocers  declined  4.3  percent  and  retail 
grocers,  chain  stores  and  super-markets  were  down  3.8  percent,, 

Stocks  of  raw  and  refined  sugar  held  by  primary  distributors  as  of 
August  31  totaled  1,550,000  short  tons,  raw  value,  according  to  pre- 
liminary reports  o  Of  this  amount  raw  and  refined  sugar  held  by  cane 
sugar  refiners  totaled  about  872,000  tons  compared  with  748,000  tons 
on  the  same  date  last  year.  Beet  processors'  stocks  of  487,000  tons 
were  about  64,000  tons  below  the  end  of  August  last  year. 

Prospects  for  sugarbeet  production  in  1968  showed  further  although 
slight  improvement  during  August,  according  to  the  Department's  Crop 
Reporting  Board.  Based  on  conditions  as  of  September  1  production  is 
nowforecast  at  a  record  25.1  million  tons  of  sugarbeets,  or  31  percent 
above  last  year  and  18  percent  above  the  1962-66  average. 

Prospects   for  sugarcane   production  in  the   mainland  areas  .remained 
about  as  indicated  a  month  earlier  when  production  was  forecast  at 
slightly  less  than  last  year's  record  crop.  Cane  production  in  Hawaii  in 
1968is  estimated  by  the  Crop  Reporting  Board  as  11,701,000  tons,  the 
same  as  their  July  1  forecast  and  four  percent  larger  than  in  1967. 

In  Hawaii,  continuing  good  weather  has  resulted  in  the  harvest  being 
somewhat  ahead  of  this  time  last  year.  Sugar  production  through 
September  14  was  reported  as  981,  303  tons,  96°  basis  compared  with 
928,639  tons  produced  through  September  16  last  year. 

Wholesale  prices  for  refined  sugar  sold  in  the  basis  pack- 100  pound 
paper  bags  have  remained  steady  since  mid-May.  Announced  increases 
of  .15  cents  per  pound  in  the  Northeast  and  of  .20  cent  per  pound  in  the 
Easternbeet  and  Chicago- West  sales  regions  which  were  scheduled  for 
July  1  did   not  go  into    effect,  although  many  of  the  current  published. 
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price  quotations  reflect  these  increases.  Apparently  the  quantities  of 
sugar  available  in  these  regions  at  the  wholesale  level  and  the 
competition  for  buyers  have  resulted  in  sales  prices  below  the  quoted 
prices.  As  of  September  24  the  quoted  prices  for  refined  sugar  sold  in 
the  basic  pack,  100 -pound  paper  bags,  in  the  several  regions  were  as 
follows:

Nationally,  the  U.  S.  average  retail  price  per  pound  for  sugar  in  5t* 
pound  paper  bags  was  12.16  cents  per  pound  in  July,  the  same  as  the 
average  for  the  first  seven  months  of  the  year.  This  compares  with 
12.18  cents  during  June  and  12.14  cents  during  July  of  last  year. 

According  to  the  New  York  Coffee  and  Sugar  Exchange,  the  spot 
quotation  for  raw  sugar,  duty  paid  and  delivered  in  New  York  averaged 
7.59  cents  per  pound  during  August,  the  same  as  during  July.  This 
compares  with  an  average  of  7.47  cents  during  August  of  last  year. 
On  August  1,  1968  the  quotation  was  7.62  cents,  on  August  5  it  declined 
to  7.60  cents  and  on  August  22  to  7.57  cents.  On  September  6  the 
quotation  rose  to  7.60  cents,  on  September  13  to  7.62  cents  and  on 
September  20  to  7.65  cents  per  pound.  For  the  period  September  1-25 
the  price  averaged  7.61  cents  compared  with  7.34  cents  during  the 
same  period  last  year. 

The  world  spot  quotation  for  raw  sugar  bagged  and  stowed  at  Greater 
Caribbean  ports ,  including  Brazil,  averaged  1 . 66  cents  per  pound  during 
August,  down  from  1.71  cents  in  July  and  1.68  cents  during  August  of 
last  year.  The  price  averaged  1.91  cents  per  pound  for  the  period 
January -August  compared  with  1.93  cents  during  the  same  period  "  last 
year . 
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On  September  25  the  world  spotprice,  as  quoted  by  the  New  York  Coffee 
and  Sugar  Exchange ,  was  1.5,7  cents  per  pound  and  on  the  same  date 
futures  contracts  for  November  1968  delivery,  were  quoted  at  1.72  cents 
per  pound  and  for  January  1970  delivery  at  2.69  cents  per  pound. 

The  world  spot  price  has  been  depressed  this  summer  by  the  substantial 
offerings  of  raws  by  several  exporting  countries  in  anticipation  of  the 
possibility  of  an  International  Agreement  becoming  effective  on  ."January 
1st.  Shipments  before  that  time  would  not  be  charged  to  their  1969 
quotas .

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ADMINISTRATIVE  ACTIONS  RELATING  TO    1968  SUGAR  SUPPLIES 

U.S.  Do  A,  Announces  Proration  of  Additional  1968  Sugar  Quota  Deficits 

The  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  on  August  30,  1968  prorated 
25,  520  tons  of  sugar  to  Western  Hemisphere  quota  countries  able  to 
supply  additional  sugar. 

The  action  reflects  the  proration  of  an  additional  10,000  ton  deficit  in 
the  Puerto  Rican  quota  and  the  reproration  of  15,520  tons  of  deficit 
previously  prorated  to  Nicaragua. 

On  the  basis  of  final  sugar  production  reports  for  Puerto  Rico  it  now 
appears  that  the  areawill  be  able  to  fill  only  515,000  tons  of  its  quota, 
thus  its  total  quotadeficit  has  been  increased  to  625,000  tons.  Nicaragua 
notified  the  Department  that  it  will  be  able  to  fill  its  own  quota 
amounting  to  54,  835  tons  but  not  the  deficits  in  other  quotas  previously 
allocated  to  it„  Accordingly,  the  deficit  prorations  previously  made  to 
Nicaragua,  totaling  15,520  tons,  have  been  prorated  toother  countries. 
No  proration  was  made  to  the  French  West  Indies  which  according  to 
information  available  to  the  Secretary  is  unable  to  supply  additional 
sugar .

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BACKGROUND  DATA  ON  1969  SUGAR  REQUIREMENTS 


Following  is  an  outline  of  the  basic  considerations  which  the  Secretary 
uses  in  arriving  at  an  initial  determination  of  sugar  requirements  .for 
1969  and  the  pertinent  statistical  series  which  are  customarily- 
published  in  the  September  issue  of  Sugar  Reports. 

Section  201  of  the  Sugar  Act  places  upon  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture 
a  responsibility  which  may  be  outlined  as  follows:

To  determine  during  the  last  three  months  of  1968 
the  quantity  of  sugar  needed  in  1969  to  meet  the  re*- 
quirements  of  consumers  in  the  continental  United 
States .

OBJECTIVE 


To  provide  a  supply  of  sugar  that  will  be  consumed 
at  prices  which  will  not  be  excessive  to  consumers 
and  which  will  fairly  and  equitably  maintain  and  pro- 
tect the  welfare  of  the  domestic  sugar  industry .

Use  as  a  basis: 

the  quantity  of  direct-consumption  sugar  distrib- 
uted during  the  12-month  period  ending  Septem-

Take  into  consideration: 

the  above  basis  and  allowances;
